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Maize Known to Man 8,000 Y earn Ago 



The first crop in America was 
harvested aLout 8,000 y< this 

fall, in the highland of Central 
Mexico, when a primitive man dis- 
covered that maize was 
and good to eat This early begin- 
ning of agriculture, upon which all 
the higher civilizations of Am* 
are based, was explained by Dr. 
Sylvanus G. M or ley, of the Carnegie 
Institution of Washington, before 
the summer session of the School of 
American Research, held at S 
Fe, N. M. Maize, or Indian corn, 
is believed to have been d< 
at a still earlier time by the accident- 
al crossing of teosinte, a he' 
ed grass found in that area, and of 

!<• other wild 
teristics not unlike those of 
ghum. Although corn exhibits dis- 
tinct family traits of both parents, 
artificial hybridization of similar 
plants, in an effort to produce what 
the perhistoric Indian fa 
upon accidentally, have so far failed, 
according to Dr. Morley. 

When nomadic peoples first b 
to grow their food and store it, in- 
stead of going out to hunt i 
day's rations, or pick them in the 
convenient forests, they had to ■-■ 
down near the fields, and could 
devote their spare-tinr Be of 

the finer arts of life. Thus civiliza- 
tion advanced hand-in-hand with the 
cultivation of corn. Archaeological 
excavations have shown that the 
most celebrate of the early civ> 
tion developed in the western hemi- 
sphere was all supported by m
